Golf course can sell alcohol 


Warsaw City Coun¬ 
cil unanimously voted, 
Monday night, to issue a 
“Golf Course Alcoholic 
Beverage License” to the 
Morris family, owners 
of the Sugar Bay Golf 
Course. 

That means wine, 
beer, and liquor can be 
sold at the course in ac¬ 
cordance with Kentucky 
law. The Morris family 
has not yet announced, 
however, what alcoholic 
beverages will be sold at 
Sugar Bay. In the past, 
only beer was available. 

The city license will 
cost $500 per year.

Plans are underway 
to renovate and preserve 
what’s known as War¬ 
saw’s Pioneer Cemetery.

The project is a joint 
effort by the Gallatin 
County Historical Soci¬ 
ety and the library. 

A meeting planned for 
this Thursday, April 16, 
will feature two speak¬ 
ers familiar with old 
cemeteries: Andy Har¬ 
old and Savannah Darer 
of the Friends of Eastern 
Cemetery in Louisville. 
Everyone is invited to 
attend the meeting that 
will present an overview 
of how work at the cem¬ 
etery will progress. 

The Pioneer Cem¬ 
etery dates back to the 
early 1800s and has

Man kills 
wife and 
then dies 

Anthony Upton dies in 
ambulance after murder 


Robin Upton, 44, was 
found stabbed to death, 
Monday night, in the 
bathroom of her trailer 
at 212 Riverview Drive 
located in Warsaw be¬ 
hind the Dairy Queen. 

The murder suspect 
is her husband, Anthony 
Upton, 51, who died of 
a heart attack shortly af¬ 
ter the incident. 

According to Ken¬ 
tucky State Police, Mr. 
Upton made an emer¬ 
gency call from the 
residence at 8:39 p.m. 
claiming he was having 
a heart attack. EMTs ar¬ 
rived at the home to find 
him in a recliner and 
having great difficulty 
breathing. 

He was transported 
to Carroll County Me¬ 
morial Hospital but died 
on the way. 

After Mr. Upton had 
been removed, police 
say landlord Monty 
Roberts entered the 
home to find Robin 
Upton’s dead body in 
the bathroom. She was 
bleeding from several 


deep stab wounds that 
apparently came from a 
large kitchen knife. 

Roberts made an 
emergency call at about 
8:30 p.m., and State Po¬ 
lice officers and Galla¬ 
tin sheriff’s deputies ar¬ 
rived shortly thereafter. 

Mrs. Upton was pro¬ 
nounced dead by Galla¬ 
tin County Coroner Sue 
LeGrand who took the 
body to the Northern 
Kentucky Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s office in Fort 
Thomas for autopsy. 

No motive is known 
for the vicious knife at¬ 
tack but a person famil¬ 
iar with the family said 
Mr. Upton might have 
been depressed because 
of a recent serious ill¬ 
ness. The Uptons had 
three grown children. 

KSP Detective Zack 
Morris is the lead inves¬ 
tigator in the case. Sgt. 
David Trimble is the su¬ 
pervising officer. 

Funeral arrange¬ 
ments for the Uptons 
have not been an¬ 
nounced.

How much do you pay in 
federal income taxes? 

The tax forms are done. The checks are in the 
mail. But because of weekly withholding and the 
complicated process of donating to Uncle Sam, it 
may be unclear what percentage of our income goes 
to the U.S. Government. Here’s the breakdown. 

For Single Filers 

• Up to $9,075 in taxable income, you pay 10 
percent in federal income taxes. 

• From $9,075 to $36,900, you pay $907.50 + 15 
percent of amount over $9,075. 

• From $36,900 to $89,350, you pay $5,081.25 + 
25 percent of amount over $36,900. 

• From $89,350 to $186,350, you pay $18,193.75 
+ 28 percent of amount over $89,350. 

• From $186,350to $405,100, you pay $45,353.75 
+ 33 percent of amount over $186,350. 

• From $405,100to $406,750you pay $117,541.25 
+ 35 percent of amount over $405,100. 

• From $406,750 and up, you pay $118,118.75 + 
39.6 percent of amount over $406,750. 

For Married Couples 

• Up to $18,150, you pay 10 percent. 

• From $18,150 to $73,800, you pay $1,815 + 15 
percent of amount over $18,150. 

• From $73,800 to $148,850, you pay $10,162.50 
+ 25 percent of amount over $73,800. 

• From $148,850 to $226,850, you pay $28,925 
+ 28 percent of amount over $148,850. 

• From $226,850 to $405,100, you pay $50,765 
+ 33 percent of amount over $226,850. 

• From $405,100to $457,000, you pay $109,587.50 
+ 35 percent of amount over $405,100. 

• From $457,000 and up, you pay $127,752.50 + 
39.6 percent of amount over $457,000.

Will Sen. Rand Paul shock the experts again ? 


Five years ago, most people 
who knew Rand Paul’s name, 
would have found it funny he was 
running for president. Very few 
laugh now, as Kentucky’s junior 
senator continues the first official 
week of a campaign that has been 
going on for more than a year. 

In another year, the smart mon¬ 
ey says, his campaign for the Re¬ 
publican nomination will be over 
and he may have made himself 
vulnerable to a Democratic chal¬ 
lenge for re-election to his Senate 
seat, which he is audaciously pur¬ 
suing along with the presidency. 

The smart money has often 
under-estimated Randal How¬ 
ard Paul of Bowling Green, Ky. 
We should have understood what 
Paul did: the depth, breadth and 
wealth of the national network 
of supporters built by his father, 
Ron Paul, in his first Republican 
campaign for president in 2008; 
the importance of the Fox News 
Channel as the primary messag¬ 
ing device for Republicans; and 
the boiling anger of those who 
organized as the tea party. 

With his father’s name and 
network, Paul had just enough 
credibility to get interviewed re¬ 
peatedly on Fox, driving fund¬ 
raising “money bombs,” and his 
blunt, plain messages built his 
name recognition and credibil¬ 
ity to the point he won the Sen¬ 
ate seat over Trey Grayson, then 
Kentucky’s secretary of state and 
Senate Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell’s personal choice. 

So now, Rand Paul is trying 
to succeed Barack Obama. Their 
views of government could not be 
more different, but the libertarian 
conservative resembles the liberal 
in some ways: first-term senator 
running for president against the 
party establishment (“defeat the 
Washington machine” is the first 
line of Paul’s slogan); a relatively 
young and candid politician who 
connects with young voters and 


a candidate who must win early to 
survive. 

With candor highly unusual for a 
top-tier candidate, Paul said in New 
Hampshire last week that he had to 
win the state’s first-in-the-nation 
primary to stay in the race. 

James Hohmann of Politico set 
the Iowa-New Hampshire bar pretty 
high, last week, writing: “This time 
around, the nature of the nominat¬ 
ing calendar works to Rand Paul’s 
advantage—as does the lack of a 
competitive Democratic contest and 
the infrastructure that his father’s 
team built. 

If Paul survives New Hampshire, 
the question will become: Would 
he have a chance against Hillary 
Clinton? He is already trying to 
show that he would, outlining for 
Politico a line of attack on Clinton’s 
honesty, her destruction of e-mails 
from her tenure as secretary of state 
and overseas funding of the Clinton 
Foundation. 

So, Paul, once again, sees the 
outlines of a way to beat the smart 
money, this time in a much bigger, 
multi-opponent race: Be different. 

Most of his likely foes are more 
or less part of the establishment and 
Paul stands out as “the most inter¬ 
esting man in American politics” 
as the cover of Time magazine pro¬ 
claimed in October. 


“Here’s the guy who’s trying tc 
change the whole narrative of how 
we think about Republican Part} 
versus Democratic Party,” Michael 
Scherer, the writer of the Time story, 
said on MSNBC’s “Morning Joe.” 

A presidential campaign, espe¬ 
cially in Iowa and New Hampshire, 
undergoes intense scrutiny and 
this summer and fall will be Paul’s 
greatest test. 

If he passes, he will become 
even more interesting, and stay in 
the top tier of candidates. If he fails, 
the scrutiny may create a more un¬ 
favorable profile for him and start a 
downward spiral that could put his 
Senate seat at risk. 

State Sen. Ralph Alvarado of 
Winchester said, “Rand Paul is 
more concerned about doing whal 
is best for our country rather than 
doing what is politically expedient. 
He is a man who, in my opinion, 
would just as soon be voted out of 
office and returned to his ophthal¬ 
mology practice than to violate his 
principles or the Constitution.” 

Paul’s odds are long, the stakes 
may be high and the smart mone} 
is against him. I suspect he likes 
that.

the Signs

Here’s this week’s 
information about plant¬ 
ing by the phases of the 
moon and signs of the 
zodiac. 

Chances are, if you’re 
planting in a garden as 
opposed to a greenhouse 
or container, the ground 
is too wet. Be sure to 
check that before break¬ 
ing ground or planting or 
you will pay a high price 
all summer for your 
haste. 

Be sure to visit “This 
and that” at the end of 
the column focusing on 
special elements associ¬ 
ated with the particular 
phase, sign and season 
and, as always, if you 
have questions don’t 
hesitate to call, text or 
email me. I love ques¬ 
tions and if I don’t know 
the answer I will do some 
research until I find it. 

The moon 

The moon is in the 
dark phase now and will 
continue there until the 
next new moon — or no 
moon visible in the sky 
— at 2:57 p.m. Saturday. 
Until then plant only 
those crops that produce 
below the ground. 

Then beginning Sun¬ 
day and through all but 


the last 18 minutes of 
May 3, plant only those 
veggies that produce 
above the ground. The 
moon will move to the 
dark phase at 11:42 p.m. 
May 3. 

The signs 

What’s left of today 
finds the very fertile sign 
Pisces (the feet) in force 
for all below-ground, 
cool-weather-loving 
veggies — and that in¬ 
cludes potatoes. 

Then Thursday and 
Friday find the killing 
sign Aries (the head) in 
force. No planting any¬ 
where even if somehow 
miraculously the ground 
dries out. 

But the killing days 
won’t last long with the 
very fertile sign Taurus 
(the neck) ruling Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. And the 
moon, or course, moves 
to the light phase on Sat¬ 
urday so you have a day 
and a half under a fertile 
sign in the dark moon for 
below-ground producers 
— if the ground is dry. 

Following those days 
we have three Gemi¬ 
ni (arms) days up for 
Monday through next 
Wednesday, all in the 
light moon. This is the 


bean sign and Gemini 
days coupled with the 
light moon make a per¬ 
fect formula for beans — 
except they can’t tolerate 
freezes or frost. 

We can only hope this 
same pattern repeats it¬ 
self in May when all 
danger of frost and a late 
freeze has statistically 
passed. 

If, however, you want 
to take a chance early 
next week and if the soil 
is a little warmer and dry 
(both being iffy!), you 
could plant beans con¬ 
sidering they won’t ger¬ 
minate for seven days at 
best but realizing even 
then the risk of frost will 
not have statistically 
passed. The call is yours; 
all I can do is give you 
the skinny on the situa¬ 
tion. 

Every time I write 
about frost and freezes, 
I remember the Mother’s 
Day Freeze of, I believe, 
it was 2003 after we’d 
had a wonderful, warm, 
sunny spring. A lot of 
stuff got whacked on that 
day and that’s why I like 
to wait until after Moth¬ 
er’s Day to plant sensi¬ 
tive veggies. 

This and that 

•Do not plow, spade 
or roto-till now if your 
ground is wet, and 
chances are it is with our 
daily deluges. If you dis¬ 
turb wet ground you will 
be courting disaster all 
summer, ensuring it will 
remain cloddy and diffi¬ 
cult — if not impossible 
— to work. 

•We still have two to 
three weeks until the sta¬

tistical danger of frost 
and/or freezing weather 
passes, depending on 
whose opinion you like. 
Lots of folks like to 
say wait until after the 
Kentucky Derby, which 
is May 2 (two weeks). 
I like to make it after 
Mother’s Day, May 10 
which is three weeks 
from Sunday. 

•Stick to veggies that 
enjoy cool air and soil 
temperatures for just a 
bit longer now. The air 


may be warming but it 
takes a lot longer for the 
soil. 

•Through Friday 
would be a good time 
to put on a shingle roof 
with the moon in the 
dark phase to help the 
shingles stick down. 

•Wait until April 19- 
May 3 to pour gravel 
or set stones when the 
moon moves to the light 
phase. You will then 
have through all but 18 
minutes of May 3 when 


the next dark moon 
comes to rule.

Tornado 
Safety Tips

Tornadoes are nature’s 
most violent storms. 
Spawned from powerful 
thunderstorms, torna¬ 
does can cause fatalities 
and devastate a neigh¬ 
borhood in seconds. A 
tornado appears as a 
rotating, funnel-shaped 
cloud that extends from 
a thunderstorm to the 
ground with whirling 
winds that can reach 300 
miles per hour. Damage 
paths can be in excess 
of one mile wide and 50 
miles long. Every state 
is at some risk from this 
hazard. 

Some tornadoes are 
clearly visible, while rain 
or nearby low-hanging 
clouds obscure others. 
Occasionally, tornadoes 
develop so rapidly that 
little, if any, advance 
warning is possible. 

Before a tornado hits, 
the wind may die down 
and the air may become 
very still. A cloud of de¬ 
bris can mark the loca¬ 
tion of a tornado even 
if a funnel is not visible. 
Tornadoes generally oc¬ 
cur near the trailing edge 
of a thunderstorm. It is 
not uncommon to see 
clear, sunlit skies behind 
a tornado. 

The following are 
facts about tornadoes: 

•They may strike 
quickly, with little or no 
warning. 


•They may appear 
nearly transparent un¬ 
til dust and debris are 
picked up or a cloud 
forms in the funnel. 

•The average tornado 
moves Southwest to 
Northeast, but tornadoes 
have been known to 
move in any direction. 

•The average forward 
speed of a tornado is 30 
MPH, but may vary from 
stationary to 70 MPH. 

•Tornadoes can ac¬ 
company tropical storms 
and hurricanes as they 
move onto land. 

•Waterspouts are tor¬ 
nadoes that form over 
water. 

•Tornadoes are most 
frequently reported east 
of the Rocky Mountains 
during spring and sum¬ 
mer months. 

•Peak tornado season 
in the southern states is 
March through May; in 
the northern states, it is 
late spring through early 
summer. 

•Tornadoes are most 
likely to occur between 
3 p.m. and 9 p.m., but 
can occur at any time. 

Before a Tornado 

Have a family tor¬ 
nado plan in place and 
practice a family tornado 
drill at least once a year. 

Have a pre-deter- 
mined place to meet af¬ 
ter a disaster. 

Learn the signs of a 


tornado: dark, greenish 
sky; large hail; dark, low 
clouds; and loud roaring 
sounds. 

When a tornado watch 
is issued, practice your 
drill and check your 
safety supplies. 

Increase your situ¬ 
ational awareness by 
monitoring the weather 
on weather.gov, watch¬ 
ing local TV, or listen¬ 
ing to NOAA Weather 
Radio. 

Flying debris is the 
greatest danger in tor¬ 
nadoes; so store pro¬ 
tective coverings (e.g., 
mattress, sleeping bags, 
thick blankets, etc) in 
or next to your shelter 
space, ready to use on a 
few seconds notice. 

Tornado rule of 
thumb: Put as many 
walls and floors between 
you and the tornado as 
possible! 

If you are planning to 
build a house, consider 
an underground tornado 
shelter or an interior 
“safe room”. 

In a mobile home: 
GET OUT! Go to a 
neighbors, underground 
shelter, or a nearby per¬ 
manent structure. Most 
tornadoes can destroy 
even tied-down mobile 
homes. 

During a Tornado 

Wear a bicycle or mo¬ 
torcycle helmet to pro¬ 
tect your head and neck 
or cover your head with 
a thick book. 

In a house with a base¬ 
ment: Avoid windows. 
Get in the basement 
and under some type of 
sturdy protection (heavy 
table or work bench), or 
cover yourself with a 
mattress or sleeping bag. 


Know where very heavy 
objects rest on the floor 
above (pianos, refrigera¬ 
tors, waterbeds, etc.) and 
do not go under them. 
They may fall down 
through a weakened 
floor and crush you. 

In a house without a 
basement, a dorm, or an 
apartment: Avoid win¬ 
dows. Go to the lowest 
floor, in a small interior 
room (like a bathroom 
or closet), under a stair¬ 
well, or in an interior 
hallway with no win¬ 
dows. Crouch as low 
as possible to the floor, 
facing down. A bath 
tub may offer a shell of 
partial protection. Even 
in an interior room, you 
should cover yourself 
with some sort of thick 
padding (mattress, blan¬ 
kets, etc.), to protect 
against falling debris in 
case the roof and ceiling 
fail. 

In a car or truck: If 
you are caught by ex¬ 
treme winds or flying 
debris, park the car as 
quickly and safely as 
possible - out of the traf¬ 
fic lanes. Stay in the car 
with the seat belt on. Put 
your head down below 
the windows; cover your 
head with your hands 
and a blanket, coat, or 
other cushion if possi¬ 
ble. If you can safely get 
noticeably lower than 
the level of the roadway, 
leave your car and lie in 
that area. Avoid seeking 
shelter under bridges. 

In the open outdoors: 
lie flat and face-down on 
low ground, protecting 
the back of your head 
with your arms. Get as 
far away from trees and 
cars as you can.

New specialty license 
plates offered to public 


Kentucky residents 
now have two new li¬ 
cense plate options for 
their vehicles. Released 
April 1, specialty plates 
for the Kentucky Circuit 
Court Clerks’ Trust For 
Life and the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife Foun¬ 
dation, featuring an im¬ 
age of the smallmouth 
bass, are available for 
purchase. 

Beyond the state’s 
standard “Unbridled 
Spirit” and “In God We 
Trust” license plates, 
Kentucky offers more 
than 100 specialty plates, 
most of which promote 
a cause and enable non¬ 
profit organizations to 
receive donations from 
the public. 

Those purchasing a 
specialty plate can do¬ 
nate up to $10 to the or¬ 
ganization it represents. 
The money is passed 
directly to the organiza¬ 
tion. 

“Our specialty plate 
program has paved the 
way for many groups 
to get their mission out 
in front of the traveling 
public,” said Rodney 
Kuhl, commissioner of 
the Department of Ve¬ 
hicle Regulation in the 
Kentucky Transporta¬ 
tion Cabinet (KYTC). 
“In addition, the special¬ 
ty plates allow Kentucky 
drivers a chance to do¬ 
nate to a favorite cause 
and show their support 
for an organization.” 

Kentucky offers doz¬ 
ens of plates promoting 
everything from military 
service and love of na¬ 
ture to coal and horses. 
Any owner of a non¬ 
commercial motor vehi¬ 
cle under 10,000 pounds 
required to be registered 
for use on Kentucky 
highways can purchase 
a specialty plate at the 
county clerk’s office 
in their county of resi¬ 
dence. Costs vary.

The smallmouth bass 
and Trust For Life spe¬ 
cialty plates offer the 
public two more options 
for supporting nonprofit 
organizations. The cost 
of purchase for either 
plate is $34. In addition, 
those purchasing the 
plates can donate up to 
$10 to the circuit clerks’ 
Trust For Life fund or 
the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation, ac¬ 
cordingly. 

“Kentucky’s first- 
ever Donate Life special 
license plate encourages 


motorists to put the mis¬ 
sion, ‘Organ, Eye and 
Tissue Donation Saves 
Lives,’ into perspective. 
This statement illustrates 
the grandeur of what 
a simple ‘YES’ at the 
driver’s license office 
has the ability to do,” 
said Shelley Heavrin 
Snyder, executive direc¬ 
tor for Kentucky Circuit 
Court Clerks’ Trust For 
Life. “Similarly, it gives 
passionate individuals 
the opportunity to pub¬ 
licly show their support 
for this worthy cause. If 
more people know about 
and support the lifesav¬ 
ing mission of donation, 
more lives will be saved. 
We are so grateful for the 
opportunity to share this 
message with everyone 
on the road.” 

“Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife Foundation ’ s 
smallmouth bass license 
plate commemorates 
the world record small¬ 
mouth caught in Ken¬ 
tucky waters by David 
L. Hayes in 1955 from 
Dale Hollow Lake,” said 
Chad Miles, the founda¬ 
tion’s executive director. 
“Donations to the Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
Foundation fund youth 
fishing projects in the 
Commonwealth. Ken¬ 
tucky is blessed with 
so many fishing oppor¬ 
tunities throughout the 
state, with 123 lakes ex¬ 
ceeding 50 acres in size. 
Kentucky has 220,832 
acres of fishing wa¬ 
ter with 4,125 miles of 
shoreline.” 

Before a specialty 
license plate goes into 
production, the state re¬ 
quires organizations to 
submit an application 
outlining the mission of 
the organization and the 
way in which donations 
from the plate will be 
used. 

Once the application 
and plate design are ap¬ 
proved, the organization 
is required to gather the 
signatures of 900 people 
who pay $25 each in ad¬ 
vance for a plate. Once 
the plates are available, 
those 900 people re¬ 
ceive a $25 credit when 
they order the plate at 
a county clerk’s office. 
For an additional $25, 
a specialty plate can be 
personalized.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors : 

Smallmouth bass 
fishing will return 


Many of us who re¬ 
member the March 1997 
floods in Kentucky re¬ 
cently had uncomfortable 
pangs of foreboding as 
storm systems dropped 
heavy amounts of rain 
freight-trained across the 
state. 

It looked like another 
1997 for a day or so. 
Small, normally docile 
neighborhood creeks sud¬ 
denly filled basements, 
eroded roadways and 
carried away belongings. 
Lexington set an April re¬ 
cord for rainfall over the 
span of one day. 

“The biggest problem 
from all of this rain is not 
only is the flow too high 
to fish, but it will take 
awhile for the clarity to 
come back,” said David 
Baker, stream biologist 
for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. 4 ‘Temperatures 
are in the mid-to high 50s 
on some streams, so it 
will soon be a good time 
for fishing. We just need a 
little more time.” 

Baker believes small¬ 
mouth bass waters lying 
downstream of major 
lakes such as Green River 
or Barren River will like¬ 
ly be blown out for a con¬ 
siderable time. Smaller 
streams clear and return 
to normal much quicker 
than larger streams and 
make the best option for 
smallmouth bass right 
now. 

“This is a time when 
you can catch some of 
the biggest stream small¬ 
mouth of the year as they 
prepare to spawn,” Baker 
said. “They are a little 
more accessible and eas¬ 
ier to catch.” 

Wading is an excel¬ 
lent way to fish smaller 
streams for smallmouth 
bass, especially after the 
recent high water events 
likely undercut many 
streamside trees, tipping 
them over into the stream, 
providing potentially 
dangerous impediments 
to paddling. 

The streams in south- 
central Kentucky near 
Bowling Green in the 
Barren River drainage 
such as the Gasper River 
and the Drakes Creek 
system are good places 
to try. 

“The Gasper usually 
will come down pretty 
quickly,” Baker said. “We 
do see smallmouths up to 
18 inches and we get re¬ 
ports of 20 inchers from 
Gasper.” 

Baker said the Drakes 
Creek system drains a 
large geographical area 
in karst topography and 
takes longer to flow out, 
but contains a healthy 
population of smallmouth 
bass from 12 to 16 inches 
long, with a few in the 
18-inch range. 

The Drakes Creek sys¬ 


tem and Gasper River are 
part of the Warren Coun¬ 
ty Blue ways, a coopera¬ 
tive project from govern¬ 
mental agencies, Western 
Kentucky University and 
other groups to provide 
access to streams in south- 
central Kentucky. The 
website at www.trailsrus. 
com/blueways/ contains 
good information on ac¬ 
cess points with a detailed 
map. 

Baker said those 
streams flowing through 
public land in eastern 
Kentucky provide pro¬ 
ductive wading fishing 
opportunities for small¬ 
mouths. The Middle Fork 
of the Red River inside 
Natural Bridge State Re¬ 
sort Park in Powell Coun¬ 
ty holds a decent popula¬ 
tion of smallmouth bass 
with good access. 

Rock Creek inside the 
Daniel Boone National 
Forest in McCreary Coun¬ 
ty offers wading anglers 
easy access with roads 
paralleling the creek for 
most of its length. The 
best fishing is upstream 
of Rock Creek’s junction 
with White Oak Creek. 
Rock Creek is known as 
one of Kentucky’s true 
mountain trout streams, 
but the creek holds a sta¬ 
ble population of small¬ 
mouth bass. 

The Russell Fork in 
Pike County offers sev¬ 
eral productive public 
wading spots for small¬ 
mouths. The public river 
access at Ratliff Hole 
(also known as Potters 
Ford) inside the bound¬ 
aries of Breaks Interstate 
Park on KY 80 south of 
Elkhorn City makes one 
of the most scenic wading 
spots in Kentucky. 

Wading anglers may 
also access the Russell 
Fork at Carson Island 
Access via Carson Island 
Road off KY 80, just east 
of Elkhorn City. The Elk- 
horn City Park in down¬ 
town Elkhorn City grants 
anglers public wading 
access to a productive 
stretch of the Russell 
Fork. 

Elkhorn Creek in 
Franklin County fishes 
well even when the water 
is up a bit. Anglers may 
wade fish the Elkhorn at 
T.N. Sullivan Wildlife 
Management Area off 
KY 1262 and at the two 
Voluntary Public Access 
spots near the junction 
of Peaks Mill Road (KY 
1900) and KY 1262. 

For more informa¬ 
tion about smallmouth 
streams in Kentucky, vis¬ 
it the Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife website at www. 
fw.ky.gov. Click on the 
“Fish” tab, followed by 
the “Recreational Fish¬ 
ing” tab and then the 
“Kentucky Smallmouth 
Streams” tab under the 
“Where to Fish” banner.

Kentucky pioneer program will be held at 
Fort Boonesborough Park in June 


Fort Boonesborough 
State Park is planning a 
special weekend in June 
dedicated to descendants 
of the settlers who lived at 
the fort in the late 1700s. 

“A Gathering of De¬ 
scendants” will be June 
13-14 and is open to the 
public. The park plans to 
have historical organi¬ 
zations on hand to help 
guests with genealogical 
research to see if they had 
family members at the 
fort. 

“Actual descendants, 
along with those who 
think they may be descen¬ 
dants, are invited to visit 
this weekend and find out 
more about their families 
who were at Fort Boones¬ 
borough,” said Parks 
Commissioner Elaine 
Walker. “This should be 
a fascinating weekend for 
anyone interested in Ken¬ 
tucky history.” 

The park will also have 
information about some 
of its earliest residents, 
contacts for early Ken¬ 
tucky cemetery locations 
and property records, mu¬ 
seum exhibits of artifacts 
from the original fort site, 
authors on hand to sign 
books about the early days 
of the fort, and historical 
interpretation of the daily 
lives, chores, skills, and 
trades of those who came 
to Fort Boonesborough. 

There will also be 
hands-on activities 

planned such as splitting 
wood, making candles, 
starting a fire with flint 
and steel, throwing a 
tomahawk and surveying 
land. 

While Boone is the 
most famous fort resi¬ 
dent, the event is open to 
the public and any other 
descendants of families 
who were there. 

Donna Jones of Lex¬ 
ington plans to attend. 
She’s related to 14 fami¬ 
lies who were at the fort, 
including a brother of 


Daniel Boone. 

The event is free with 
paid admission to the 
fort. 

Fort Boonesborough 
was established in 1775 
along the Kentucky Riv¬ 


er by Daniel Boone and 
other settlers. The fort be¬ 
came a center of pioneer 
life and survived attacks 
by Native Americans 
during the Revolution¬ 
ary War. It continued as 


a community for a few 
decades after the war but 
eventually disappeared. 
The land where the fort 
was built became a state 
park in 1963. A new fort 
was opened in 1974.
